1 . In response to the Preliminary Amendment filed on June 16, 2006, claims 25, 28- 
33 have been cancelled, claims 1-24, 26-27 and the newly added claim 34 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group 1, claim(s) 1-18, 24, and 34, drawn to a laryngoscope with time indicating 
means.

3. The inventions listed as Groups 1 and 2 do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group 1 
has the special technical feature of time indicating means that indicates the remaining 
time before termination of a procedure, which Group 2 lacks.
